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MINISTRY OF MINES 
NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 27th September, 1994 

G.S.R. 724(E).—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by Section 13 of the Mines and Minerals 
(Regulation and Development) Act, 1957 (67 
of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Mineral 
Concession Rules, 1960, namely : — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Mineral 

Concession (Second Amendment) Rules. 
1994. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official 
Gazett#. 

2. In rule 14 of the Mineral Concession Rules. 
1960 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
rules), in sub-rule (1),— 

(i) For clause (ii), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“(ii) The licensee may win and carry for pur¬ 
poses other than commercial purposes— 

(a) any quantity of such minerals within 
the limits specified under column 3 of 
Schedule III without any payment; 

(b) any quantity of such minerals not ex¬ 
ceeding the limit specified under column 
4 of Schedule III, on payment of royalty 
for the time being specified in the Se¬ 
cond Schedule to the Act in respect of 
those minerals : 

Provided that if any quantity in excess of the 
quantities specified in sub-clause (b) is won and 
carried away, the State Government may recover 
the cost of the excess quantity of minerals 
won and carried away ”, 

(ii) For clause (iii), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :—• 

“(iii) With the written approval of the State 
Government, the licensee may carry away quanti¬ 
ties of minerals in excess of the limits specified in 
Schedule III, on payment of royalty for the time 
being specified in the Second Schedule to the Act, 
for chemical, metallurgical, ore-dressing and other 
test purposes”; 

(iii) For clause (v), the following clause shall 
be substituted, namely :— 

“(v) The licensee shall report to the State Gov¬ 
ernment the discovery of any mineral not specified 
in the licence within a period of sixty days from 
the date of such discovery. Consequent upon such 
reporting, such newly discovered mineral shall be 
deemed to have been included in the Prospecting 
licence" ; 


(iv) Clause (vi) shall be omitted; 

(v) The first proviso to clause (xil) shall be 
omitted. 

3. In rule 16 of the principal rules, in sub-rule 
(I), for the words “quarterly report”, the words 
“six monthly report” shall be substituted. 

4. Rule 17 of the principal rules shall be omitted. 

5. In rule 22 of the principal rules, 

(i) in sub-rule (3) clause (e) shall be omit¬ 

ted; 

(ii) after sub-rule (3), the following sub¬ 
rules (4) and (5) shall be added, 
namely :— 

“(4) once the State Government receives the 
application for a mining lease and has decided to 
grant an area to applicant, it must communicate 
the precise area to the applicant. On receipt of 
communication from the State Government of the 
precise area to be granted, the applicant should 
prepare a mining plan within six months or such 
other period as may be allowed by the State Gov¬ 
ernment. The applicant should then submit the 
mining plan to the State Government who would 
then sanction grant of lease over that area. The 
lease deed would be signed thereafter when all 
other required conditions have been fulfilled. 

(5) The mining plan shall incorporate :— 

(i) the plan of the area showing the nature 

and extent of the mineral body, spot or 
spots where the excavation based on the 
prospecting data gathered by the appli¬ 
cant or any other person; a tentative 
scheme of mining plan for the first five 
year of the lease; 

(ii) details of the geology and lithology of 

the area including mineral reserves of 
the area; 

(iii) the extent of manual mining or mining by 

use of machinery and mechanical devices; 

(iv) the plan of the area showing natural 
water courses, limits of reserves and other 
forest areas and density of trees, if any, 
assessment of impact of mining activity 
on forest, land surface and environment 
including air and water pollution; details 
of the scheme of restoration of the area 
by afforestation, land reclamation, use 
of pollution control devices and such 
other measures as may be directed by 
the Central Government or the State 
Government from time to time; 

(v) annual programme and plan for excava¬ 
tion from year to year for five years; 
and 
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(vi) any other matter which the Central 
Government may require the applicant 
to provide in the mining plan. 

6. In rule 24A of the principal rules,— 

(i; for sub-rule (6), the following shall be 
substituted, namely :— 

“(6) If an application for renewal of a mining 
lease made within the time referred to in sub-rule 
(1) is not disposed of by the State Government 
before the date of expiry of the lease, the period 
of that lease shall be deemed to have been extend¬ 
ed by a further period till the State Government 
passes order thereon”; 

(ii) for sub-rule (9), the following shall be 
substituted, namely: 

“(9) If an application for first renewal made 
within the time referred to iu sub-rule (8) or with¬ 
in the time allowed by the State Government under 
the proviso to sub-rule (8), the period of that lease 
shall be deemed to have been extended by a fur¬ 
ther period till the State Government passes orders 
thereon”; 

(iii) after sub-rule (9), the following sub¬ 
rule shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(10) The State Government may condone 
delay in an application for renewal of mining 
lease made after the time limit prescribed in sub¬ 
rule (1).” 

7. In rule 27 of the principal rules, clause (e) 
shall be omitted. 

8. Rule 35 of the principal shall be omitted. 

9. In rule 37 of the principal rules, 

(i) in sub-rule (1), the first proviso shall be 
omitted; 

(ii) for sub-rule (1A). the following sub¬ 
rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(1A) The State Government shall not give its 
consent to transfer of mining lease unless the trans¬ 
feree has accepted all the conditions and liabilities 
which the transferor was having in respect of such 
mining lease”. 

10. Rule 38 of the principal rules shall be 
omitted. 

11. For Schedule III of the principal rules, the 
following Schedule shall be substituted, namely :—
